New York City -- With co- 
pal incense burning in the back- 
ground, the conch shell is blown 
and the ceremony to the four di- 
rections begins. Like a heartbeat, 
the drum signals the beginning of 
the “Mexica danza”—or Aztec 
dance — and the “danzantes” be- 
gin to move in precise mathemati- 
cal and astronomical movements. 
This ancient danza and ceremony 
took place recently at a powwow 
here and was received as enthu- 
siastically as the indigenous 
dances from the north. 

While there's always been a 
debate as to how far the Mexican 
or MesoAmerican influence 
reached before the arrival of Co- 
lumbus, it has certainly now 
reached the Big Apple. Felipe 
Galindo-Feggo, a 17-year resi- 
dent of New York, has docu- 
mented it in both an animation 
film and art exhibit titled “The 
Manhatitlan Chronicles.” They 
include Mexican images superim- 
posed over New York icons, such 
as the Virgen de Guadalupe in 
place of the Statue of Liberty and 


an Aztec danzante wandering the 
streets of Manhattan. New York, 
he says, is now home to several 
hundred thousand Mexicans. 
What attracts them, he says, is the 
lack of a generalized vicious anti- 
immigrant sentiment here. 

At the recent pow wow, the 
ancient beat of the drum by the 
Danza Cetilitzli was the same 
beat, rhythm and danza that can 
be observed in Mexico City- 
Tenochtitlan. The members come 
from all parts of America — El 
Salvador, Bolivia, Mexico and the 
United States — affirming the an- 
cient connections between north 
and south. 

Danzante Jennie Luna, a Co- 
lumbia graduate student from San 
Jose, Calif., who has been danc- 
ing for seven years, says that 
through danza she is helping to 
establish a Chicano indigenous 
identity among Mexicans in New 
York and bridging relationships 
with native peoples from the 
north. “It's a road to follow.” That 
road, she says, 1s one of political 
activism and the “reclaiming of 
our culture — what was taken 
away from us — our spirituality 
and our connection to each other 
and all living beings.” 

For Maureen Guadalupe 
Lim, a Wall Street lawyer from 
Los Angeles, “Danza Mexica 
feeds me spiritually and physi- 
cally.” It is breaking stereotypes 


of Mexicans as “poor Indios,” she 
says. “It also provides a social 
space in which I can actively re- 
define and reinvigorate what it 
means to be Chicana, Mexicana, 
indigena.” 

Danza touches everyone. 
Juan Francisco Esteva Martinez, 
originally from California, says 
that when he first moved to New 
York, he taught danza to African 
Americans and Puerto Ricans. 
One of his students made a mov- 
ing connection to the conch shell 
when he explained to her that they 
came from the sea. She told him: 
“My mother had told me that 
Puerto Rico is surrounded by the 
ocean. J am sure they have many 
of those there. I’m going to ask 
my mother to take me there to get 
one.” 

Danza, Martinez explains, 
“opens the window to new under- 
standing of our relations to other 
individuals and to other cultures. 
... But more important, it opens 
windows within ourselves.” 

Lydia Zendejas, also from 
California, agrees. “Danza has 
given me the ability to connect 
with my spirit. When I try and 
explain danza to non-Mexica or 
non-indigenous people, they have 
a hard time understanding. But 
people who are religious can un- 
derstand.

Imagine risking your life to 
have a chance for a minimum 
wage job. 

That's what Mexicans who 
illegally cross the border in search 
of employment do. In the last five 
years 450 lost their lives. And 
those who survive and get jobs, 
face intimidation, abuses, and 
constant fear of immigration au- 
thorities. Occasionally some of 
these problems are reported by 
the media, but often no one hears 
about them. 

Hardly anyone advocates for 
these people. Certainly not the 
Democratic Party and the left in 
general. Anytime a proposal is 
made to legalize these workers’ 
status through some kind of guest 


La 


worker program, the left is ada- 
mantly opposed. 

Although estimates suggest 
that there are more than 2 million 
undocumented workers in the US, 
primarily in agriculture, the left 
argues that we don’t need to im- 
port new people because no short- 
ages of workers exists. And it is 
true that some farm regions have 
high unemployment rates. 
“However, in other areas 
workers are temporarily needed. 
Last year Manuel Cunha of the 
Nisei Farmers League stated that 
in September of 1998, Califor- 
nia's San Joaquin Valley was 
short 80,000 of their usual 
230,000 workers. 

The left also opposes any 
guest worker programs because 
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the mention of Bracero program 
conjures images of the thousands 
of Mexican workers who partici- 
pated in such a project in the fif- 
ties and sixties. Even Republicans 
such as Sen. Gordon Smith (OR), 
who support some kind of guest 
worker program, agree that the 
Bracero program was a disaster 
from the point of view of the 
workers. They were treated as in- 
dentured servants, abused, and 
cheated. It was recently discov- 
ered, for instance, that workers 
were not paid the 10% in forced 
savings which was deposited in a 
Mexican bank. Estimates are that 
about 150 million dollars some- 
how vanished. 

Democrats and the left in 
general oppose any guest worker 
program since, as Rep. Xavier 
Becerra (D-Calif.) believes, they 
are detrimental to US workers. 
Bringing in other people who will 
work for low wages will reduce 
the likelihood that salaries will go 
up. The left hopes that shortages 
of workers will increase the value 
of workers already here and make 
them indispensable to employees. 

That is not happening. In 
Washington State agricultural 
workers still make 1960 and 
1970's salaries for picking apples. 
They get $10.00 for picking a 
one-ton bin of apples. Salaries 
will not go up as long as undocu- 
mented workers keep coming in. 

The left also claims that 
Americans will in fact do menial 
work, pointing to garbage collec- 
tion, masonry, roofing, etc. as 
evidence. The difference is that in 
these jobs salaries are “high” 
when compared to the “unskilled”

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Pinochet's trial and tribulations in Chile—Chileans eager 
to take care of Pinochet and other domestic problems 


Editor’s note: After a series 
of extraordinary international 
moves, Gen. Augusto Pinochet 
has returned to Chile — but to a 
changed Chile. Not only is there 
reason to believe the former dic- 
tator will come to trial, but there 
is enthusiastic support for a return 
to more humane government poli- 
cies in every area. PNS corre- 
spondent Roger Burbach, founder 
and director of the Center for the 
Study of the Americas, is the co- 
author of several books on Cen- 
tral America.

Santiago de Chile -- The re- 
turn of Augusto Pinochet has bol- 
stered a broad-based movement 
here to bring the former dictator 
to trial. Speaking from the bal- 
cony of the presidential palace, 
Ricardo Lagos, the newly in- 
stalled socialist president, stated 
that Chileans “would always re- 
member the traitors who bombed 
the palace” on September 11, 
1973, leading to the death of the 
last socialist president, Salvador 
Allende, and Pinochet's takeover. 

The call for Pinochet's pros- 
ecution is accompanied by a drive 
to revitalize Chile's governmen- 


tal institutions. Lagos has pledged 
to complete the transition from 
the dictatorship to a full-fledged 
democracy. 

During the presidential cam- 
paign, both Lagos and his right 
wing opponent Joaquin Lavin 
largely ignored the issue of 
Pinochet, calling only for his re- 
turn to Chile. Both insisted that 
only Chile had the right to try 
Pinochet, although few Chileans 
thought that would ever happen. 

However, during Pinochet's 
detention in London, Chilean so- 
ciety underwent a transformation. 
As Elias Padilla, a sociologist and 
former president of Amnesty In- 
ternational in Chile notes, “We 


. finally felt free to discuss and say 


things that were considered taboo 
even after years of civilian rule.” 

In Pinochet’s absence, human 
rights groups moved against high 
ranking officers. The courts held 
that an amnesty for acts of torture 
or executions from 1973-78, 
implemented by the Pinochet re- 
gime, did not apply in over a thou- 
sand cases of “disappeared” vic- 
tims whose bodies have never 
been found. 

Lagos has made few com- 
ments on the prosecution of 


Pinochet beyond saying “the ju- 
dicial process must take its 
course.” However, no judicial 
system functions in a vacuum. 
Pinochet is easily the most de- 
spised figure in Chile, with polls 
showing that upwards of 70 per- 
cent want to see him stand trial. 

On the night of March 18, 
under a bright moon, more than 
50,000 people attended a concert 
at Santiago’s National Stadium to 
raise funds for a memorial center 
dedicated to victims of the Pi- 
nochet regime. The crowd, over- 
whelmingly in their teens and 
twenties, chanted and jeered at 
every mention of Pinochet. A 
number of high ranking ministers 


- of the Lagos government also at- 


tended the concert and to enjoy 
the gathering as much as the 
youth. 

Viviena Diaz, president of the 
organization that convened the 
concert, made it clear that many 
Chileans have goals much 
broader than trying Pinochet. “We 
want health care, education, 
work, housing, justice and human 
rights,” she proclaimed. “We will 
support the Lagos government

Downside of high tech — upsurge in shyness 


Editor’s note: It’s not all 
stock options and IPOs and 
breathtaking incomes. In the heart 
of high tech country, California's 
Silicon Valley, there's been a 
rapid rise in shyness —a rise that 
may be connected with the nature 
of the work itself. PNS writer 
Koren L. Capozza is also an edi- 
tor for New California Media, 
PNS’ ethnic news media collabo- 
rative and web site (NCMonline.

Palo Alto, CA -- The upbeat 


image of life in the heady world 
of high-tech has a not-so-glam- 
orous downside — shyness is 
growing by leaps and bounds. 
Long hours spent on the Internet 
and an increasingly impersonal 
business culture may be driving 
the trend, say researchers, and the 
effects can be debilitating. 

The surge in Silicon Valley 
reflects a national trend — shy- 
ness affects an estimated 50 to 60 
percent of the population nation- 
wide, and (as “social phobia’’) is 
now the third most common psy- 
chiatric disorder in the United 
States, after substance abuse and 
depression. 


This can involve more than 
an occasional case of sweaty 
palms at the prospect of public 
speaking or a racing heart rate, 
say researchers at the Shyness 
Institute here. Symptoms can 
range to totally inhibiting fear of 
human interaction. 

Shyness might afflict this 
area in particular because Internet 
use here is well above the national 
average. One recent poll found 66 
percent of Bay Area adults are 
“wired” (69 percent in Santa 
Clara county, the heart of Silicon 
Valley), considerably higher than

study and they get out of the habit 
of meeting people.” she adds.

Relying on online communi- 
cation tends to exacerbate the shy- 
ness problem, says Carducci. So- 
cial phobics use the net as a sub- 
stitute for, rather than a comple- 
ment to, real interactions. The 
more they retreat, the harder it 
becomes to socialize. “The way 
to deal with shyness is to become 
more involved with others, not 
less,” says Carducci who claims 
that small talk and spontaneous 
conversation are the pillars of so- 
cial fitness. 

Fear of social failure draws 
shy people to online chat rooms 
where communication is highly 
controlled and there's an easy es- 
cape if interaction gets nerve- 
racking. They “can craft a perfect 
response; you can be anyone you 
want on the Internet,” says 
Carducci. 

For some, the Internet is the 
bridge to learning how to commu- 
nicate face-to-face. One Shyness 
Clinic graduate frequented an 
Internet dating service, mustered 
up the courage to ask a woman out 
on a date and is now married to 
her. 

This tends to be the excep- 
tion, however. “People begin to 
feel that this 1s where they're go- 
ing to meet people, to have per- 
sonal real life relationships. While 
that 1s possible, it's not very prob- 
able,” says Carducci.

those who became naturalized 


- citizens or who are children of 


Mexicans and turned 18 years old 
before the Mexican Constitution 
was changed. 

I.N.S. records showed that in 
early 1997, 5.8 million permanent 
resident immigrants were eligible 
to apply for U.S. citizenship, 
along with approximately 
687,000 children who could be 
eligible to derive their citizenship 
through their parents’ naturaliza- 
tion. 

For many Mexicans, the 
thought of changing citizenship 
was emotionally akin to treason; 
even if they lived in the United 


- States for 50 years, had their 
- homes and grown children living 
_ here, and even if they most prob- 


ably would never move back to 
their “terreno” in the home coun- 
try. 

The new Mexican perspec- 
tive on dual-nationality has made 
it emotionally possible to become 
empowered in both countries. 
Recent severe reductions in ser- 
vices to legal residents, fostered 
by anti-immigrant political sen- 
timents such as Propositions 187 
and 224, may have motivated 


- higher numbers to become natu- 
- ralized U.S. citizens in order to 
: re-qualify for benefits previously 
- available, as well as to qualify to 


vote. 872,485 applicants for natu- 
ralization took the oath of citizen- 
ship during 1999; an increase of 
84 percent compared to 1998. 

In spite of those impressive 


* numbers, naturalization receipts 


in September 1999 decreased 24 
percent from September of 1998. 
This could also have been in re- 
sponse to greatly increased natu- 
ralization application costs in late 
1998. 

Fortunately you do not have 
to travel to Mexico to apply for 
dual nationality. For most people, 
the process is relatively simple. 
There are few basic requirements. 

1. Be over 18 years of age. 

2. Apply at the Mexican con- 
sulate nearest you. The form is 
the DNN-2. 

3. Present an original and two 
copies of a certified birth certifi- 
cate in good physical condition. 
It should have no stains, creases, 
tears or repairs that could possi- 
bly obscure the information. 

4. Children born in the U.S. 
of Mexican father or mother must 
also present the parent's original 
birth certificate with two copies. 
It, too, must be in good physical 
condition. 
advise you how to obtain one

you do not have one. 

5. If you are a naturalized 
U.S. citizen, you must show a 
valid passport, original natural- 
ization certificate, or a voter's reg- 
istration card along with two cop- 
1es. 

6. You must also bring an ac- 
ditional valid identification with 
photo to your interview witn the 
Mexican consulate; for example, 
a driver's license or state 1D. 

Although this 1s basically it, 
some requests can get more com- 
plicated if they involve adoptions, 
name changes, or other legal ac- 
tivities that would have effected 
the availability of an original birth 
certificate with the identical name 
as the official identification. 

When the application has 
been submitted and approved by 
the Mexican Foreign Ministry, a 
certificate is issued and the appli- 
cant will pay $14.00 upon receipt. 

The process has been greatly 
streamlined and can be done by 
appointment at the nearest Mexi- 
can Consulate. It takes approxi- 
mately two to three weeks for the 
majority of cases. Interested in-

Latino vote may turn on media message

For. the men and women of 
the Gore-for-president campaign, 
there is no rest for the weary. Just 
days after he was assured of his 
party's nomination, Vice Presi- 
dent Al Gore was meeting here in 
Washington and in Nashville with 
campaign officials to plot his 
electoral strategy. 

Gore has a serious fight ahead 
of him. He faces a Republican 
candidate in George W. Bush that 
will contest Gore for every vote, 
including the precious votes of 
the Latino community, in the Nov. 
2 election. 

Some Latino activists who 
have worked long and hard for the 
Democratic Party have been 
amazed at how slow party lead- 
ers have reacted to the threat 
posed by Bush to the Hispanic 
vote that has traditionally voted 
Democratic. 

With the nomination now 


sewn up, Gore must move to 
shore up the Hispanic vote and try 
to hold it against a serious Bush 
assault. In one important area, the 
Bush camp features a very sophis- 
ticated approach: Bush has al- 
ready retained the services of 
Lionel Sosa, an extraordinary 
public relations maestro from San 
Antonio. 

Sosa produced Bush's televi- 
sion ads when he ran for gover- 
nor and he is credited with bring- 
ing Bush a large chunk of the His- 
panic vote in Texas. Bush also has 
a lot of money to run those ads. 

But Bush also has a secret 
weapon: His nephew, George P. 
Bush. the son of Florida Gov. Jeb 
Bush, who married a beautiful 
woman from Mexico. The 
nephew, a 20-something with 
Hollywood good looks, will 
prove very useful to Sosa. The 
brown Bush is already campaign-

cratic areas, and Sosa will use him 
as a centerpiece of a concerted 
appeal to Hispanics. 

On this important score, the 
Democrats are playing catch up, 
and they risk making a grave er- 
ror if they do not match the ap- 
peal for Gore that Sosa is going 
to make for Bush using national 
television advertisements. The 
days of the Democrats assuming 
that the Latino vote will be in their 
column on election night are over. 

Throughout the country, we 
have seen Republicans making 
plans to make serious overtures to 
the Latino community that will 
parallel what Bush did in Texas. 

To meet that challenge, the 
Gore campaign must use every 
weapon that it has available, in- 
cluding television, radio and the 
newspapers that cover the Latino 
community. The Democrats must 
also enlist the new media, such as 
sophisticated data bases, polling 


and voter profiling, if they hope 
to count on the Latino vote on 
election night. 

If they do not embark on a 
meaningful media campaign, they 
might find themselves on the short 
end of the stick in places where 
the Latino vote was crucial. 


States like California, New 
York, Texas, Washington, Colo- 
rado, Arizona and New Mexico 
are critical to Democratic hopes, 
and all have significant concen- 
trations of Latino voters. 

As the Gore team maps out 
its strategy for the summer and 


fall, it will be interesting to see if 
they are aware of what they must 
do now before it is too late.

Astronauta argentino sueña con viajar a estación espacial

Nueva York, N.Y. (EFE).- El 
astronauta argentino Frank Cal- 
deiro afirma que su trabajo está 
repleto de satisfacciones, tensión 
y momentos difíciles, pero ase- 
gura que la verdadera incógnita 
en la vida de un astronauta de la 
NASA es “saber cuando viajará 
al espacio”. 

En una entrevista concedida 
a la agencia EFE, Caldeiro, que 
tiene 41 años y forma parte de un 
grupo de 35 astronautas que par- 
ticiparán en próximas misiones, 
relata que su vida se reparte entre 
los entrenamientos y su misión 
como ingeniero en soportes de vi- 


da de la Estación Espacial Inter- , 


nacional. 

Opina, respecto a la investi- 
gación espacial que es como “una 
espiral” sin fin, en la que el descu- 
brimiento de una respuesta abre 
nuevos interrogantes. 

“Cuándo volará un astronauta 
y qué misión desarrollará en el 
espacio, es el secreto mejor guar- 
dado en la NASA”, afirma este 
astronauta, nacido en Argentina, 
de padres españoles. 

Caldeiro confía en poder via- 
jar en una misión de la NASA a 
la Estación Espacial Internacio- 
nal, hacia la que partirá el 
transbordador Atlantis el próximo 
día 24. 

La estación, conocida como 
ISS por sus siglas en inglés, es un 
costoso proyecto de 16 países, en 
cuya construcción también parti- 
cipan Brasil y España. 

Se prevé que la estación 
quede ensamblada en el año 2005 
y según este experto “tendrá un 
tamaño similar al de un campo de 
fútbol, por lo que las partes se van 
llevando-en diferentes vuelos”.

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Mexico opens office in 
Singapore to help free trade talks 


Singapore, (EFE).- Mexico 
opened a special office here Mon- 
day for representatives who are 
to begin talks this summer on a 
free trade agreement with the 
Singaporean government, Mexi- 
can and Singaporean diplomats 
said. 

At the inauguration cer- 
emony, Singapore Minister of 
State, Lim Swe Say announced 
his government would open a 
trade office in Mexico at the end 
of vhe year. 

The free trade pact negotia- 
tions, Which are to begin in July, 
will also cover bilateral accords 
on mvestment, the minister said 

“We believe that a free trade 
agreement between the two coun- 
tries will mean a boost in trade 
and investment between Sing- 
apore and Mexico,” Lim told 
journalists 

Most Asian investment in 


Mexico isin the electrical goods, 


automobiles and textile sectors. 

Several Singaporean compa- 
nies, such as Flextronics, have set 
up manufacturing operations in 
Mexico to take advantage of the 
North American Free Trade 
Agreement and a similar pact re- 
cently signed by Mexico and the 
European Union. 

In his comments at the inau- 
guration, Mexican Foreign Trade 
Bank Vice President Raul Ar- 
guelles urged Singapore busi- 
nessmen to invest tn his home- 
land because it was “the only 
country on the American conti- 
nent which has free trade agree- 
ments with both the United States 
and the European Union.” 

Last year, bilateral Sing- 
aporean-Mexican trade was 
worth 1.3 billion dollars and in- 
vestment in Mexico from the

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Arias proposes diminishing presidential power in Venezuela 


Caracas, (EFE).- Venezu- 
elan presidential candidate Fran- 
cisco Arias Cardenas said Sunday 
that, if elected, he will issue a pro- 
posal to the new Congress - to be 
elected on May 28 - to diminish 
the predominance of the country's 
executive branch over the other 
branches of government. 

Arias intends to change the 
system of presidential reelections 
and presidential terms - one es- 
tablished last year in the country's 
new constitution - from a six- to 
a four-year term while also allow- 
ing incumbent presidents to run 
for a single consecutive term. 

Alternatively, Arias also pro- 
poses a single six-year term at the 
end of which presidents may not 
run for immediate reelection. 

“We have to decrease the 
power of the presidential figure 
because it makes the president a 


veritable monarch, a king, an 
omnipotent (figure) who can 
practically dominate the other 
branches (of government), in- 
cluding the legislative,” said the 
former Zulia state governor dur- 
ing arally with supporters. 
With his proposal, Arias 
hopes to diminish the risk posed 
by the extended presence of a 
single individual in power, a true 
“threat” to real democracies, he 
said. Arias, who was President 
Hugo Chavez's comrade in arms 
ina failed 1992 coup attempt, said 
his proposal could be passed as 
early as this year should he and 
his colleagues seeking congres- 
sional seats earn victories in the 
upcoming general elections. Arias 
and Chavez had been political 
allies as recent as two months ago 
but Arias has since become ex- 
tremely critical of Chavez's fail- 


New rebel group announces 
birth in Mexico City 


Mexico City, (EFE).- Firing 
assault rifles into the air, mem- 
bers of a new leftist rebel organi- 
zation calling itself the People’s 
Revolutionary Armed Forces 
have appeared in Mexico City. 
Residents of the southern Mexico 
City neighborhood of San Fran- 
cisco Tlalnepantla said some 50 
men and women, many with AK- 
47 Russian-designed assault 
rifles, shouted leftist slogans and 
fired bursts skyward. By the time 
police arrived at the scene, the 
self-styled rebels had dispersed, 
the witnesses said. 

The new guerrilla group sent 
e-mails Monday to several news 
organizations saying “we are re- 
solved to end the heritage of ex- 
ploitation, subjugation and re- 
pressive violence we have borne 
for nearly five centuries.” FARP 
would be the second rebel group 
to announce its birth in the capi- 
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tal in the past 13 months. 

In March 1999, an organiza- 
tion calling itself the Villista 
Revolutionary Army of the 
People announced its formation. 
“Villista” is a reference to Pancho 
Villa, Mexican revolutionary hero 
of the early 20th century. It 
claimed responsibility for two at- 
tacks, one against a military base 
in the central state of Mexico and 
another against a police station in 
southern Mexico City. 

Two children were gravely 
wounded in the latter incident, 
when a home-made mortar ex- 
ploded outside the station. Three 
leftist guerrilla organizations 
have been sporadically active in 
recent years in ruralareas of the 
southern Mexican states of Chia- 
pas, Oaxaca and Guerrero. 
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ure to fight corruption and live up 
to his campaign promises as an 
anti-corruption crusader.

Denuncian venta 
de órganos por 
internet y teléfono 


México, D.F. (EFE).- El presidente de 
la Asociación Me-xicana Pro Trasplante Re- 
nal (AMPRAC), Ricardo de Prado 
González, denunció la semana pasada, que 
personas con grave situación económica o 
reos con-denados a cadena perpetua ofre- 
cen sus Órganos a través de la red internet o 
la vía telefónica. 

En declaraciones recogidas por el diario 
La Prensa, De Prado indicó que los 
donantes volun-tarios piden hasta dos 
millones de dólares por un riñón. 

“La difícil situación econó-mica de 
algunas personas las ha obligado a vender 
por medio del internet algunos de sus 
órganos”, señaló el presidente de la 
AMPRAC, integrada por personas que 
recibieron el trasplante de un riñón. 

Agregó que personas en pri-sión que 
saben que ahí terminarán su vida, ofrecen 
sus órganos con el fin de Deia algún 
dinero para su familia. 


“Diversas personas se han comunicado 
conmigo para ofre-cerme algunos de sus 
Órganos, con el argumento de que atra- 
viesan una situación económica muy difícil 
y no les queda otra que vender sus Órganos 
a pesar de que está prohibido”, destacó De 
Prado. 

El presidente de la AMPRAC apuntó 
que resulta difícil detectar a los posibles 
donantes en internet o vía telefónica, ya que

A los que se comunican por teléfono 
“los alertamos y expli-camos sobre los 
riesgos que con-lleva el donar un órgano 
sin la supervisión médica necesaria”, dijo 
el informante. 

De Prado explicó que, cada 24 horas, 
muere una persona en México a la espera 
de un riñón, corazón, pulmón o algún otro 
Órgano humano. 


“En México el 85 por ciento de los 
donadores son familiares del enfermo y sólo 
el 15 por cien-to obtienen Órganos de per- 
sonas muertas”, concluyó. 

Según el Ministerio de Salud, en 
México cada año unas 100,000 personas 
esperan el trasplante de algún órgano 
humano como cór-neas, riñón, hígado, 
pulmón y corazón.
